PRESIDENT COMMENTS 

Today I would like to inform you of the existence of a Ukrai¬ 
nian Foundation in Canada. The Taras Shevchenko Foundation 
was incorporated by an Act of Parliament and signed into being 
by the Governor-General on July 22, 1963. The act of incorpora¬ 
tion states as the main objective of the Foundation to foster, aid 
in the growth and perfect the Ukrainian culture in Canada. The 
charter gives the Foundation the right to collect memberships, 
accept wills and gifts and to invest these in a manner appropriate 
for such an institution and to use the income received from the 
investment for the furtherance of Ukrainian culture. 

It is an objective of the Taras Shevchenko Foundation to 
initially collect one million dollars. At an average rate of return 
of 6 per cent, this give the Foundation $60,000 annually for dis¬ 
tribution to worthy causes. In a foundation the capital is never 
distributed and contributions are made from the money earned 
on the capital. It is sincerely hoped that the Ukrainian peoples in 
Canada will appreciate the need and usefullness of this Founda¬ 
tion and through their contributions will make it a reality. The 
Foundation can have the following members who can be either 
individuals or organizations. 

Donor—who contributes 10 to 100 dollars. 

Member—who contributes 100 to 1000 dollars. 

Founder—who contributes 1000 to 5000 dollars. 

Patron—who contributes 5000 dollars and over. 

The charter of the Foundation specifies its organizational 
structure, election of officers, reporting and auditing. As such, 
the Foundation is fully consistant with the law of Canada. 

I am sure that you have in the past heard of various founda¬ 
tions and of the work that they are doing. To mind comes the 
Carnegie Foundation which has contributed countless millions 
to Libraries, and the Rockefeller Foundation which sponsors 
many educational, cultural and philanthropic activities in various 
parts of the world. The Taras Shevchenko foundation whose aim 
will be to preserve for you, your children and Canada our Ukrai¬ 
nian heritage, is worthy of your support. Canada is a multi-cul¬ 
tural nation in which each ethnic group has a responsibility to 
contribute its share in making our Canada a great nation.

These have in¬ 
cluded a cultural display of Ukrainian Crafts at a tea and the 
encouragement of singing Ukrainian songs at meetings. In the 
future other activities tvill be announced such as holding a Christ¬ 
mas supper (foods eaten on Christmas Eve, candle in the window, 
wheat under the tablecloth, etc.) for the members or parish. 

In going further in this issue you will be able to read the 
Spiritual and Cultural Program as prepared by the national cul¬ 
tural chairman, Meryvn Hunchak. Please give careful considera¬ 
tion to this program and have it discussed during one of your 
meetings. Your cooperation is greatly needed to ensure the success 
of this program. 

Another project sponsored by the national U.C.Y. executive 
is the essay contest (rules found in this issue). Phyllis Kohut, the 
national U.C.Y. secretary has given her time to arranging this 
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project- It is hoped that each club will have at least one entry in 
the contest and that interest will be high in this project. You 
must remember that even though the national executive is plan¬ 
ning various activities the success of these depend on all of the 
members. 

As you can see the national U.C.Y. executive is trying to help 
you to have the correct “image of the Ukrainian Catholic Youth”. 
Give them your support and you will reap the benefits-

(b) Be very concerned that those 
who do not live up to this image 
be gently urged and personally in¬ 
fluenced by good example to form 
themselves to this image. 

IMAGE OF A UKAINIAN 
CATHOLIC YOUTH 

1. One who loves God with his 
whole soul, and his whole heart, 
and his whole mind and his whole 
strength. 

2. One who loves his fellowmen 
and particularly his fellow U.C.Y. 
member with a great and chari¬ 
table love that comes from God. 

3. One who has great pride in his 
Ukrainian heritage and who 

(a) Knows and loves his Ukrai¬ 
nian Catholic Church, the Ukrai¬ 
nian Rite and' traditions connected 
with them. 

(b) Knows and appreciates the 
history of the Ukrainian people, 


the Ukrainian literature, culture 
and arts. 

(c) Knows and speaks the Ukrai¬ 
nian language. 

(d) Knows and enjoys Ukrainian 
songs and dances. 

4. One who recognizes that a 
Ukrainian Catholic has the herit¬ 
age of a glorious culture and tradi¬ 
tion, who fosters these proudly and 
who recognizes above all that the 
purpose of his existence is to serve 
God and the people of Canada, by 
being a worthy member of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Community. 

5. One who recognizes that the 
main purpose of the U.C.Y. Club 
is to assist and foster the develop¬ 
ment of others to mold themselves 
into the image, and will never hesi¬ 
tate to be concerned about the 
spiritual welfare of his fellow UCY 
members and those who could be 
members. He is to be a “Lay 
Apostle”. 

6. One who becomes an active 
member of the Ukrainian Com¬ 
munity. 

METHOD 

1. Obtain endorsement of this 
program from our Metropolitan 
and Bishops. 

2. An aggressive flow of articles 
to members through the Youth 
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Magazine written by ourselves and 
by others encouraging the accep¬ 
tance of this image. 

3. Letters directed to U.C.Y. 
leaders, cultural and spiritual di¬ 
rectors expressing our hopes in 
these things and asking their help 
in working toward the “image” we 
have adopted, and not to overlook 
this image in their work. 

4. Compile and make available 
to each member of U.C.Y. a brief 
but well written history of the 
Ukraine and Ukrainian people. 

5. Develop and make available 
to each member of U.C.Y. a well 
written descriptive account of 
Ukrainian national and church tra¬ 
ditions. 

6. Develop and make available to 
each member a song book which 
shall contain Ukrainian folk songs 
and Ukrainian and English spiri¬

Mr. Chrys Dmytruk, President, 
National U.C.Y. Executive 

On behalf of the National U.C.Y. 
Executive Mr. Dmytruk extended 
their sincerest greeting and wishes 
for a successful and productive Con¬ 
vention. He stated that there are 
many purposes for a Convention, 
however, the main objectives are to 
review past activities, plan for the 
future, and election of a new execu¬ 
tive that wil continue to coordinate 
the activities.

Mr. Dmytruk stressed that we are 
an organization which has very deep 
objectives, objectives which require 
active participation from every 
Ukrainian Catholic young person. To 
what degree we achieve these ob¬ 
jectives depends on us, our local, 
diocesan and national executives. At 
this Convention today, lay the 
groundwork for the success of UCY 
in the Edmonton Eparchy. 
DISCUSSION OF OLD BUSINESS 

1. Membership 

In this diocese the Diocesan UCY 
Executive had a policy of not issu¬ 
ing membership card's to the locals 
until the locals sent in their money. 
This was done in this manner to en¬ 
sure that the Diocesan Executive 
was not losing money on their cards, 
as they are required to send in 25 
cents per card to the National Exe¬ 
cutive. After a discussion on the 
above it was moved that the Dio¬ 
cesan Executive get a demand down- 
payment in the amount of 25 cents 
per card to cover the cost to the 
National Executive. 

2. Quarterly Reports 

The Diocesan Executive has been 
sending out quarterly report forms 
to the locals without much response. 
This was discussed and the locals 
were urged to fill these forms out 
and' send them in to the Diocesan 
Executive as soon as possible. It was 
also suggested that after the reports 
are submitted to the Diocesan, that 
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the Diocesan give the highlights of 
each report to the locals. 

3. Sports Rallies 

Sports Rallies were discussed and 
it was suggested that the Annual 
Fastball Tournament be held in the 
month of July. 

NEW BUSINESS 
Mr. Chrys Dmytruk, National 
President, Outlines the Plans of 
The National Executive 

Mr. Dmytruk spoke on the plans 
of activities that the National UCY 
Executive is preparing. Following 
are some points which he made: 

1. The Constitution defines what 
is expected of the National Execu¬ 
tive — but it does not say how this 
is to be achieved. 

2. The objectives of the U.C.Y., 
our duties as outlined in the Con¬ 
stitution and the motto which the 
National Executive has chosen for 
their years in office (“Be proud' to be 
a Ukrainian Canadian”), are serv¬ 
ing as the basis for the activities 
of the present National Executive. 

3. How are they planning to 
achieve these aims — by proposing 
plans of activities which will give 
directives to the diocesan and local 
executives along which they will 
be able to plan their activities. 

4. To date the National Executive 
has completed the following: 

Youth Magazine Program, Cul¬ 
tural Program, Scoring System, and 
a plan of activities for 1964-65. Each 
of the above plans was discussed in 
detail by the National Executive. 
These plans were and will be pub¬ 
lished in the Youth Magazine. 

5. Other plans of activities to come: 

(a) Treasurer’s Report (to) Lead¬ 
ership Courses (c) Secretary’s Pro¬ 
gram (d) New reporting forms (i.e. 
membership applications, local re¬ 


port to diocesan, etc.) (e) New UCY 
crest. 

Mr. Dmytruk stated that the aim 
of all these programs is to revitalize 
the U.C.Y., give it a new directive, 
make it a closely knit organization 
to which Ukrainian Catholic youth 
would be proud to belong to. 

Banquet and Dance 

Saturday evening a banquet and 
dance was held at Fulton Community 
Hall. Former U.C.Y. members were 
also invited to this affair. 

Mr. Julian Koziak, Guest Speaker 
At Banquet 

Mr. Koziak is a young Edmonton 
lawyer. He has been a very active 
U.C.Y. member in the past, and pre¬ 
sently is an active member of St. 
Basil’s Parish. 

Mr. Koziak spoke on responsibili¬ 
ties, which we as Ukrainian Catho¬ 
lic youth, must fulfill upon reach¬ 
ing adulthood. He stated that every 
adult going out into the world must 
be able to think for himself. Don’t 
believe everything you read'. 

We as Ukrainians have a responsi- 
sibility to fulfill. We should bring 
our beautiful culture into our Cana¬ 
dian life. There seem to be two at¬ 
titudes among Ukrainians, both 
equally bad. The first is where some 
feel ashamed of their Ukrainian 
origin. The second is where they 
think there isn’t anybody better than 
them because they are Ukrainian. 
Find a happy medium. 

In U.C.Y. your Catholic religion 
must predominate everything else. 
You are responsible to assume the 
Church Rite, receive the sacraments, 
attend mass. As individuals and 
members of the church we must as¬ 
sume financial responsibilities to the 
church. Our forefathers had no 
money, only time and materials, 
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which they gave to the church. In 
our day, we have less time and' 
materials hut more money, so we 
must give what we can. He also 
stressed the importance of taking an 
active part in the various organiza¬ 
tions in our parish. 

Presentation of St. Michael’s Trophy 
To Calgary U.C.Y. 

This year the Diocesan Executive 
asked the clubs to submit their Club 
Reports in advance in order that 
they may be judged and the trophy 
can be presented formally at the 
banquet. The Judges for the trophy 
were Fr. Greschuk, National Spiri¬ 
tual Director, Mr. Chrys Dmytruk, 
National U.C.Y. President, and Mr. 
Jerry Pryma, a former active mem¬ 
ber of U.C.Y. Out of five reports 
judged, Calgary U.C.Y. was judged 
to be the most active club in the 
Edmonton Diocese. This club has a 
very well balanced' program of 
Spiritual, Cultural and Social activi¬ 
ties. They are also to be commended 
on their close work and cooperation 
with the other organizations within 
the parish. John Kowalchuk, Dioce¬ 
san President presented the St. 
Michael’s Trophy to Ernest Wolski, 
Past President of the Calgary UCY, 
and offered them our sincerest con¬ 
gratulations for their work so well 
done. 

Communion Breakfast 

On Sunday, October 10th, the 
members attended 8:30 a.m. Mass at 
St. Josaphat’s Cathedral, receiving 
Holy Communion. This was followed 
by a delicious breakfast served by 
the ladies of the Jr. Goodwill Club, 
in the Cathedral Auditorium. 

John Kowalchuk introduced the 
head table guests and six semina¬ 
rians who are studying at St. Jos¬ 
eph’s Seminary to become priests in 


our Ukrainian Rite. He then called 
on Mr. Ted Tyrkalo to introduce our 
guest speaker. 

Mrs. Julia Kiniski, Guest Speaker 

Mrs. Kiniski is an alderman for 
the City of Edmonton. She is a 
Catholic of Polish origin. 

Mrs. Kiniski stressed that a 
mother’s responsibility is to take 
care of her children and husband. Be 
proud of your family and' do your 
utmost for them. Today, too many 
mothers value material things 
(money, luxuries, etc.) and tend to 
neglect their children. It is not 
money that children need — it is 
parental love. 

She also stated that in this cen¬ 
tury we cannot live only for our¬ 
selves We must be our brothers’ 
keepers. God created men equal. Be¬ 
cause some men are less fortunate 
than others we must try to help 
them. As a reward for our help we 
must not seek money. Seeing him 
smiling and happy will be our re¬ 
ward. Also, if we don’t receive a 
thank-you, don’t let that upset you. 
Remember Christ healed ten peo¬ 
ple and only one came back to thank 
Him. When you help someone you 
are satisfied within yourself and 
everything else is immaterial. 

She also stressed that personality 
is the important thing in a person. 
Education helps to develop what is 
in you. Personality is what you need 
to help the needy. 

She also stated that we should 
be proud of our parents, our racial 
origin, our religion, our continent, 
and our world. We must make sacri¬ 
fices toward society — we must 
help our fellowman. When we run 
into difficulties — go into a church, 
mediate and pray, and God will not 
let you down. 
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FINAL SESSION OF CONVENTION 
Mrs. Mary Dembicki, Editor of 
The Youth Magazine 

Mrs. Dembicki gave a few words 
on the Youth Magazine. She stated 
that through the efforts of our Na¬ 
tional Executive the problem of late 
publishing, of the magazine by the 
printers has been ironed out and the 
magazine is coming out on time. 
Now it is up to the clubs — if they 
have the material in on time — the 
magazine will be published on time. 
What you put in is what you will 
get. You are part of it, not the Editor 
or articles from other magazines. 
She has been, and will continue to 
include more news items —- happen¬ 
ings in the church, the Ecumenical 
Council, and the Pope’s activities. 
She would like to hear from each 
club at least once a year. She urged 
all Press Chairmen to make a good 
honest effort. The magazine is still 
financially in debt. Through our 
press funds we will be helping to 
get it out of debt. 

Mrs. Dembicki also suggested that 
the Diocesan Executive approach 
“Ukrainian News” (our diocesan 
paper), asking, them if they would' 
insert one page in English into their 
paper. It was felt that this would be 
of great help to U.C.Y. members as 
well as young married couples.

2. Diocesan Executive is to receive 
from each local a demand down- 
payment in the amount of 25 cents 
per membership card, to cover the 
cost per card' which the Diocesan 
is required to submit to the National 
Executive. 

3. Locals are requested to fill out 
the quarterly report forms and to 
forward them to the Diocesan Exe¬ 
cutive. The diocesan executive, in 
turn, will give the highlights of each 
report to the locals. 


4. Fastball Tournament will be 
held annually in the month of July. 

5. Communion Breakfasts are to 
be held on St. Michael’s Day in all 
the locals. 

6. New Executive is to approach 
“Ukrainian News” asking them if 
they would insert one page in Eng¬ 
lish in their paper for the benefit 
of U.C.Y. members and young mar¬ 
ried couples. 

7. Presidents or Vice-Presidents 
attend an annual, or whenever nec¬ 
essary, Convention, at Calgary or 
Edmonton, or wherever designated', 
where they could iron out differen¬ 
ces and resolve problems regarding 
organizational matters. 

8. Diocesan Executive stress to the 
locals that the Alumni Ball is spon¬ 
sored by the diocesan and that it is 
not only for former U.C.Y. mem¬ 
bers. Therefore a better attendance 
of U.C.Y. members be encouraged. 
It was also suggested that when lo¬ 
cals plan an activity they may invite 
former U.C.Y. members to attend. 

9. Before trying to get regionals 
organized we should get the locals 
well organized. It was also suggest¬ 
ed that well organized' locals try 
to revive the clubs which have faded 
out. 


Summarized Club Report of 1964-65 

Ukrainian Catholic Youth 
Assumption Of The Blessed Virgin Mary Parish 
Calgary, Alberta 


The definition of the U.C.Y. con¬ 
sists of three subdivisions: Ukrainian 
for our native culture; Catholic is 
our religion and our beloved' rite; 
Youth consists of all social activities 
and gatherings of the individual to 
form one strong, solid group. Under 


each of these subdivisions are listed 
the activities of the past of the UCY. 

As a spiritual group, the follow¬ 
ing activities can be listed: 

(a) Communion Breakfasts 
Every first Sunday of the month, 
members of the U.C.Y. assist at 
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8:30 Mass and receive Holy Com¬ 
munion. A Communion Breakfast 
follows. Unity of religion is thus 
more successfully achieved by the 
presence of a guest speaker, a priest 
of the Roman Catholic Church, who 
has been in Communist Europe and 
related to us his observations (or 
some other important speaker). 

(b) After each meeting, the club 
holds debates, discussions, or talks 
on spiritual matters, assisted by our 
Spiritual Director, Father Marynyk, 
who has now been replaced by Fr. 
Syndiuk. For example, the Com¬ 
mandments were reported into five 
groups, each group commenting on 
one Commandment. Or a report had 
to be prepared by several members 
on St. Michael, to be given at the 
following meeting. 

Such discussions are of interest to 
the young people, gives the indivi¬ 
dual members a chance to express 
their views, as well as hear the 
views of others. 

(c) Church functions also help to 
supplement the spiritual side of the 
Club. The Lenten mission not only 
provides spiritual talks on our reli¬ 
gion, but prepares us, through a fer¬ 
vent retreat, to renew our Easter 
duty, which is our duty to our God. 
It is during the Lenten season that 
the social activities come to a stop 
in order to make this a time of recol¬ 
lection and mediation. 

The May devotions are also a 
U.C.Y. project — the members being 
encouraged to assist as often as pos¬ 
sible. 

>(d) Financial support to the 
Church and Parish is also a part of 
spiritual activities. The U.C.Y. is 
proud of having contributed a sum 
of six hundred dollars for the pur¬ 
chase of two stain glass windows. 


The club also makes it customary to 
donate a hamper to a needy family 
at Christmas time. The sick are not 
forgotten either since the club has 
made it a duty to assign certain 
members to visit them and bring 
them flowers. 

Another important project which 
is still being continued is a collec¬ 
tion, at a meeting of the youth, to 
help with the financial contribution 
of a new priest or nun. 

As far as social activities were 
concerned, the club was very suc¬ 
cessful: 

(a) We might say that the high¬ 
light of social activities is the Queen 
Carnival, held in May of each year, 
with the purpose of raising funds 
for the support of the church. This is 
a church-wide movement, since all 
the organizations participate finan¬ 
cially as well as socially. At the eve¬ 
ning ball, the Queen of the year is 
chosen and holds her position until 
the next Carnival. 

(b) Although the movies are not 
the best projects in raising funds, 
they do contribute very much to the 
social activities, and not less to the 
cultural and spiritual. All kinds of 
people enjoy them, children and 
adults, for some of the titles are: 
“Our Lady of Fatima”, “Abbott and 
Costello”, Taras Shevchenko’s fam¬ 
ous play, “The Maid Servant” which 
was an operetta-style in Ukrainian 
and others. 

(c) Other activities consist of 
sports, and are no less enjoyable: 
curling in winter and baseball in 
summer. To make it more interesting 
and exciting, challenges with other 
clubs are being arranged, such as 
the Young Men’s or other C.Y.O.’s, 
as well as our own U.C.Y.’s in Ed¬ 
monton and districts. Horseback rid- 
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ing and swimming during summer 
can also be classified under sports, 
although these are often followed 
by a wiener roast, or a Bar-B-Q, 
which we shared with the Young 
Men’s Organization and Catholic 
Women’s League. 

Other non-sport activities consist 
of parties such as Christmas, after 
carolling; and dances such as Valen¬ 
tine’s and Hallowe’en Masquerade. 
Smaller functions enjoyed by the 
members only were little gatherings 
followed by lunches and hootenanys 
were attempted. 

We ough not forget the wonderful 
dancing lessons under the instruc¬ 
tions of Mr. Zeny Surudicky which 
were so successful and so much in 
need' by each member. 

The Cultural activities are one of 
the most important part of our 
Ukrainian heritage, and these were 
not forgotten: 

(a) Although we are not perfect 
in our speech, we do attempt to sing 
Ukrainian National songs, usually at 
Christmas time, the carolling time, 
but also as a group after dances or 
parties. 

(b) The plays under the direction 
of Mr. Szosakiwsky contribute much 
to our language, since each member 
has a part to memorize and act it 
out. Ukrainian dances and songs also 
form a part of the play. 

(c) The U.C.Y. club does not con¬ 
tend itself in enjoying, and perform¬ 
ing. these activities for its own mem¬ 
bers by its own members. For ex¬ 
ample, members attended classes of 
Easter egg colouring offered by 
S.U.M. A Sheptycky banquet spon¬ 
sored by K.Y.K. was a U.C.Y. pro¬ 
ject. The club also participated in 
activities during the church picnic. 


From these activities, it can be 
seen that the U.C.Y. does not restrict 
itself to its own shell, for this would 
not be advantageous at all to the 
club. The club has to make itself 
known in the parish, since it is a 
movement of young Catholics, it is 
the future generation, who will be¬ 
come the leaders in the Church, not 
through their words, but by the ex¬ 
amples of each and everyone. It is 
they who will come face to face 
with danger, and temptations against 
the Church and will have to with¬ 
stand them. The Club in our parish 
forms a unity, and whatever the dif¬ 
ficulties, it will always be able to 
overcome them as long as it is “one”. 
So far, the club has always succeed¬ 
ed, and with the help of the execu¬ 
tive, it will continue to do so, as 
long as its aim and goal are to work 
for the welfare of the Church as 
well as the promotion of our Ukrai¬ 
nian culture and our country of 
Canada.

For, Ukrainians, Australia is one 
of the newest countries where we 
have settled. We wish briefly to 
tell something about our life here 
to the readers of the Youth Mag¬ 
azine. 

Our parents began arriving here 
in 1948, from the various refugee 
camps of Europe. Their first years 
were difficult, not knowing the 
language, nor peculiar customs, 
adding to this the wary attitude of 
the Australians to newcomers in 
general. Time has changed all this, 
and all immigrants are warmly 


welcome now, as this has revitaliz¬ 
ed the whole economy of the coun¬ 
try, and makes Australia one of 
the most prosperous countries of 
the world. Our parents had the 
added difficulty of the topsy-turvy 
seasons here, when compared with 
the northern hemisphere. It was 
hard to get used to hot sunny 
weather at Christmas and wintery 
weather in June-July-August, but 
we got used to this and keep up 
all the traditions as usual, in spite 
of weather. 

Very few priests were able to 
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come with our parents, and those 
that came were unable to cope with 
the vastness of the country. After 
initial difficulties, organizations, 
were formed, for adults and also 
for youth, Ukrainian schools were 
set up which usually were held on 
Saturdays. Children had a chance 
to join PLAST or S.U.M. organiza¬ 
tions, both of which did and' still 
are doing excellent work in their 
respective limited fields. Also Cath¬ 
olic Students Clubs were formed, 
as OBNOVA, for University and 
College students. 

But all the while there was a 
need felt for a church-religious or¬ 
ganization in which boys and girls 
can meet to study, and better un¬ 
derstand our Church, Rite, tradi¬ 
tions, etc., which other organiza¬ 
tions do not touch. Also there was 
needed a club where members of 
both clubs SUM or PLAST could 
get together and feel as one big 
happy family. So in Sydney, on 
May 30th 1965, we had a first meet¬ 
ing for our Teenagers, to form 
such a group. There were only 18 
present then and from these we 
elected our first committee mem¬ 
bers, namely: 

Father Michael Melnick, spiritual 
director. 

Miss Stefania Priadka—President. 

Miss Orysia Harasymiw — vice- 
president. 

Slawko Shyj an — secretary. 

Miss Anna Chuda •— treasurer. 

Odarka Cimbaliy & Iwan Spyrdz 
Committee members. 

At present we have 45 members, 
and hold our meetings every Sat¬ 
urday evening at our parish hall, 
and recently a new branch had 
been organized by Father Melnick 
at another Sydney suburb, Cabra- 


matta, with 22 present at the 1st 
meeting there. 

Father Melnick has done a lot 
of work to get us organized and 
we sure owe him a lot, for without 
his insight and patience, and en¬ 
couragement we would not be or¬ 
ganized. 

Some other time, we will write 
again, and tell of ourselves in this 
part of the world, so that all may 
know that Ukrainian Catholic 
Youth live and work in every part 
of the world.
